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Wildrose MLAs 
defect to Tories 


‘Lost faith.’ Leader 
responds by accusing 
the pair of betraying 
Albertans for perks 


Two Wildrose MLAs have de¬ 
fected to Premier Jim Prentice’s 
governing Progressive Conserv¬ 
atives because they believe he’s 
turned the government around 
— and one political scientist 
believes it’s a devastating blow 
to the official Opposition. 

Keny Towle, representing 
Innisfail-Sylvan Lake, and Ian 
Donovan, representing Little 
Bow, both announced Monday 
afternoon they would leave 
the Wildrose caucus and move 
across the legislature floor. 

Towle, who’s been a pas¬ 
sionate critic of the Tories in 
the past, said she believes she 
can do more on the govern¬ 
ment side of the house. 


“I feel like the door has 
opened on a different discus¬ 
sion about how to meet the 
needs of Albertans,” she said. 

Towle said the last five 
weeks have had an impact, 
as the Wildrose has debated 
equality issues, but generally 
she believes the PCs are just 
more open. 

Donovan echoed those 
comments but added that 
when Wildrose Leader Dan¬ 
ielle Smith said she would step 
down if the party is not success¬ 
ful in the next election, he saw 
a failure of leadership. 

“I lost faith in our leader,” 
he said. “I find it veiy hard to 
follow a team if the leader isn’t 
willing to lead.” 

Mount Royal University pol¬ 
itical science professor Duane 
Bratt said these defections are 
a disaster for the Wildrose. 

“They just seem to be spiral¬ 
ling down, and I don’t think 
anything can be done to save 
that right now, except maybe 
time.” 

He said that even though 
overall Smith has done an ad-

mirable job, this issue would 
put her leadership in jeopardy. 

“It’s going to be tough for 
her to hang on. I mean, pre¬ 
miers have been brought down 
over MLAs crossing the floor.” 

In a news conference, Smith 
contrasted Donovan and Towle 
with Wildrose members Rob 
Anderson and Heather Forsyth, 
who left the PCs for the Wil¬ 
drose in 2010. 

“They gave up the perks of 
power to serve Albertans, not 
for personal gain, but because 
they want to put Albertans 
first. Today we saw the oppos¬ 
ite,” Smith said.

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Budget hearing requests 


What they 
wanted 

West end recreation centre 

Several residents asked 
city council to fund a new 
recreation centre in west 
Edmonton, hoping to get at 
least $9 million for design 
and land assembly, so the 
centre can open within six 
years. 

“I have driven half way 
across the city for swim 
lessons and martial arts,” 
said Shannon Heck with 
the Glastonbuiy Commun¬ 
ity League. 

Don’t build it 
Residents in Rossdale were 
split on $4 million for the 
re-commissioning of the 
neighbourhood’s fire de¬ 
partment. The community 
league opposes the project 
and believes the money can 
be better spent, while resi¬ 
dent Jim Rivait encouraged 
council to push forward. 

“The risk of fire in the 
river valley is ever increas¬ 
ing,” said Rivait. 

Bike lanes 

Council heard from many 
residents looking for better 
bike infrastructure. Chris 
Chan, with the Edmonton 
Bicycle Commuters’ Society, 
said cyclists are just waiting. 

“We know the latent 
demand is there. People are 
waiting and wanting good 
safe infrastructure,” said 
Chan. 

Flooding 

Bill Adams of the Insurance 
Bureau of Canada ap¬ 
plauded council’s invest¬ 
ment in drainage and said 
severe weather has put 
flood claims above fire 
claims for the first time 
ever. 

“This investment will 
go a long way to reduce the 
Suture burden that severe 
weather events can bring,” 
said Adams.

City budget hearing 
draws big crowds 


Big asks. Residents 
asks for bike lanes, rec 
centres, late-night transit

More than 50 people gave 
their two cents on the city’s 
budget Monday in a mara¬ 
thon session asking for more 
funding for eveiything from 
recreation centres to late- 
night transit. 

Grade 4 student Lauren 
Ybema was the youngest to 
appear at the panel, asking 


for more funding for bike 
lanes in the city’s capital 
budget. 

Lauren told councillors 
that she bikes in summer, but 
wants to be able to safely bike 
to school. 

“We can’t bike in the win¬ 
ter, because of the traffic and 
ice, but if there were separat¬ 
ed bike lanes we could,” she 
said. “I want them to put in 
more safe bike lanes.” 

Mayor Don Iveson said he 
was impressed with turnout 
and the message that people 
want the city to keep build¬ 
ing. 

“We haven’t had anyone 
say that it’s a growing city, 


stop investing in it,” he said. 

Iveson said people clearly 
want the city to be a liveable 
place. 

“There was a real strong 
focus on wellness and includ¬ 
ing all kinds of people in a 
great quality of life,” he said. 

Coun. Andrew Knack said 
he was thrilled to see so 
many people excited about 
the budget, but he’s also con¬ 
scious of the cost. 

“The challenge is that 
everyone is talking and all I 
hear is dollar signs continu¬ 
ing to add,” he said. 

Knack said it’s going to be 
a battle to keep taxes low and 
make these investments. 


Talks continue 


Budget deliberations will 
resume on Wednesday, as 
council starts to take a harder 
look at the capital, operat¬ 
ing and utility budgets. The 
current proposed tax increase 
is 53 per cent. On an average 
home valued at $374,500, it 
would lead to a tax increase 
of $9-17 per month. 


“If we hope to be within 
that five per cent range, we’re 
not going to be able to do 
eveiything that people want.”

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Families mourn four people 
killed in Leduc highway crash 


Highway 21. Mother of 
two, known to friends

One of the passengers killed 
in a head-on collision Sat¬ 
urday was a mother of two 
and recently widowed after 
her husband was killed in 
a motorcycle accident last 
year. 

Eva Janet Caperina, 41, 
was among four people 
killed over the weekend 
when the Saturn Ion she 
was riding in collided with 
a tractor-trailer on Highway 
21 south of Edmonton. 

RCMP is blaming poor 
road conditions for the 
crash. 

At the time of the crash, 
Caperina, along with three 
other temporary foreign 


workers from the Philip¬ 
pines, were travelling to 
Kingman where she worked 
as a nanny. 

According to Caperina’s 
cousin, Hilda Donieg, the 
mother of two had moved to 
Edmonton three years ago to 
give her family a better life. 

“We came over to work,” 
said Donieg. “We left the 
family behind back home, 
because there is better op¬ 
portunity in Canada.” 

Donieg said Caperina has 
left behind two children — 
aged 14 and 16. 

“The saddest part is her 
husband passed away last 
year because of a motorcycle 
accident,” she said. “She’s 
only 41. 

“She was a very nice lady, 
a very nice lady.” 

According to her cousin, 
Caperina had planned to 
travel with three friends 
Saturday morning, despite 
warnings about the weather. 

Donieg said the three 
other victims — two men 
and one woman — were all 
young. The two men worked 


at Fatburger in Mill Woods 
and the woman as a nanny. 

“They’re so young,” she 
said. “I think they’re in their 
late 20s.” 

Esmeralda Agbulos, con¬ 
sul general at the Philippines 
consulate in Edmonton, said 
the four dead included two 
men who worked in a fast- 
food restaurant and two 
women who worked as care¬ 
givers. 

She said news of the 
crash came as a shock and 
brought back memories of 
a crash in central Alberta in 
2012 that killed four foreign 
workers from the Philip¬ 
pines. They had been rid¬ 
ing in a car that was struck 
head-on by another vehicle 
going the wrong way on a 
divided highway. A fifth Fili¬ 
pino worker in the car sur¬ 
vived. 

Members of the local Fili¬ 
pino community are work¬ 
ing to raise money for funer¬ 
al costs for the victims.

Inaugural Nuit Blanche may need to scale back 



Edmonton’s first Nuit 
Blanche event is at risk of 
already being scaled back if 
council decides to leave the 
operating budget funding re¬ 
quest without dollars. 

Organizers with the event 
asked council earlier this 
year for $350,000 to launch 
the inaugural event in Ed¬ 
monton in 2015, with 50,000 


to 100,000 people expected 
to take part in the occasion. 

“We’ve received great 
support from the city so far 
... so we’re feeling really 
positively,” said Ruth Burns, 
chair of the Nuit Blanche 
committee. 

Event organizers have re¬ 
ceived $15,000 in seed fund¬ 
ing from the Edmonton Arts 


Council, with the estimated 
budget for the event in 2015 
to come to $1.13 million. 

Council will get to debate 
funding the event that’s 
hosted in cities around the 
world, allowing residents 
to enjoy contemporary art 
installations from sunset to 
sunrise for one night only. 

City administration in the 


budget item say organizers 
could turn to companies and 
donations to help cover part 
of their costs should the city 
not fund the event, but “non¬ 
availability of funding from 
the city could be perceived 
as lack of support from the 
city for the event and might 
reduce funding from corpor¬ 
ations.” 


The item is up for discus¬ 
sion during budget delibera¬ 
tions which start Wednes¬ 
day, something which could 
affect the final look of the 
festival if there are no dollars 
from the city, say organizers. 

“We would have to look at 
the scale, scope and timeline 
for the event,” said Burns.

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Data. Sixteen per cent of 
Alberta children live in 
poverty, report finds 


A new report released Mon¬ 
day shows that 143,200 chil¬ 
dren in Alberta are living in 
poverty. 

The report from Public In¬ 
terest Alberta, the Edmonton 
Social Planning Council and 
the Alberta College of Social 
Workers also said child pov¬ 
erty has remained unchanged 
for the last 25 years. 

“In a province as wealthy 
as Alberta, 143,200 children 
living in poverty, almost one 
in six, is unacceptable,” said 
John Kolkman, the report’s 
lead researcher. 

Kolkman said they used 
recognized thresholds that 
count a single parent with 
two kids making $28,000 a 
year as living in poverty. 

The report recommends 
a higher minimum wage, as 
well as a living-wage policy 
for government contracts, 


but Kolkman said higher 
wages are only part of the 
issue. 

“It’s certainly one of the 
solutions; there is no single 
solution, and that’s why we 
have looked at and are pro¬ 
posing a number of policy 
changes,” he said. 

Among the other propos¬ 
als was more affordable hous¬ 
ing and childcare. 

Kolkman said the problem 
of child poverty is within the 
government’s power to solve. 

“There are solutions. They 
have obviously focused on 
other priorities.”

Bicycle track or bike 
boulevard? Locals weigh in 


‘Promising.’ 

Early design piques 
interest of cyclists

Early signs point to “yes” for 
cyclists at Monday night’s 
downtown bike-route consul¬ 
tations, with many cyclists 
eying the positives in the 
proposed designs. 

Bike boulevard and cycle 


tracks were the two options 
up for discussion for the path 
that travels along the pro¬ 
posed 102nd Avenue route. 

“Certainly it’s really 
promising. Imagining this 
whole protected cycle track 
on 102nd Avenue, how that 
could work and how that 
could work even in the win¬ 
ter time is interesting,” said 
Christopher Chan, executive 
director for the Edmonton 
Bicycle Commuters’ Society. 

Some individuals at the 
early stage consultation said 
the planning — part of a 
city-wide initiative — was a 


great step forward and that 
elements like the cycle track 
and the roundabouts in the 
bike boulevard were all posi¬ 
tives. 

Some members of the 
audience mentioned that a 
bike boulevard west of 124th 
Street caused a problem, 
while another participant 
stated a bike boulevard east 
of 124th Street “puts cyc¬ 
lists in door zones.” Others 
expressed concerns that a 
bike lane on a bridge just 
wouldn’t work. 

But that’s what city offi¬ 
cials say this portion of con¬ 


sultation is all about. 

“That’s what we’re here 
for: to hear what people 
do and don’t like about the 
plans. We have two options 
that are different along the 
corridor,” said Claire Elliclc, 
senior engineer at Sustain¬ 
able Transportation. 

Funding a bike lane on 
102nd Avenue will be up 
for debate with city coun¬ 
cil starting Wednesday, as 
part of budget discussions. 
The feedback collected from 
Monday’s consultation will 
be used to draft one proposed 
design.

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U of A researchers discover way to 
block cancer-tumour growth enzyme

Groundbreaking research 
from the University of Alberta 
could offer new hope to can¬ 
cer patients that no longer 
respond to traditional treat¬ 
ment. 

The discoveiy, 10 years 
in the making, comes from 
biochemistiy professor David 
Brindley, who led a team of 
researchers in developing a 
method to block autotaxin — 
an enzyme that enables can¬ 
cer tumours to grow, spread 
and resist treatment. 

“Many people have de¬ 
scribed cancer as the wound 
that doesn’t heal,” explained 


the English-born doctor in his 
lab on Monday. 

Brindley said that, while 
autotaxin is usually released 
to repair and regenerate tis¬ 
sue around a wound, the 
enzyme is hijacked to battle 
cancer therapy, like chemo¬ 
therapy and radiation, al¬ 
lowing a tumour to grow. 

“It’s the normal process of 
wound healing that’s just got 
out of control. So instead of it 
being a good process for your 
body, cancer has hijacked that 
system.” 

By blocking autotaxin in 
breast- and thyroid-cancer pa¬ 
tients, Brindley said doctors 
might be able to treat patients 
who would otherwise have no 
options left. 

The first clinical trials are 
slated to start in Februaiy. 

Krista Rivet, director of 
allocations for the Canadian 
Breast Cancer Foundation, 
said this new research is a 
significant step forward in 
breast-cancer treatment. 


“This is a good testament 
to the investments we make,” 
said Rivet. 

Each year, roughly one- 
third of breast-cancer patients 
stop responding to treatment, 
and with more than 30 types 
of breast cancer known by 
doctors, Rivet said Brindley’s 
research would allow for per¬ 
sonalized treatment. 

“This type of research is a 
significant breakthrough and 
will certainly go in multiple 
directions to create some of 
those treatments,” she added. 


Autotaxin 


Researchers found that 
a daily dose of a drug to 
inhibit autotaxin reduced 
tumour growth by 60 to 70 
per cent, while other meth¬ 
ods to block the enzyme 
prevented the growth and 
spread of tumours by 80 
per cent.

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Wildrose turmoil. Caucus 
is split over LGBTQ rights 


Alberta’s Wildrose caucus 
is now at odds with its own 
party over the issue of equal¬ 
ity and homosexuality. 

Wildrose leader Danielle 
Smith and her caucus have 
announced that they have en¬ 
dorsed and will follow a resolu¬ 
tion that specifically says it will 
respect the rights of gays and 
all other minority groups. 

A similar resolution was 
passed by party members a 
year ago, but this past weekend 
was rejected in a vote to make 
it party policy. 

Those who rejected it said it 
was redundant, given that the 
party constitution promises to 
fight for the rights of all Alber¬ 
tans. 

Here’s what the policy 
states: “We, the Wildrose Cau¬ 
cus, declare the following state¬ 
ment to be binding as it per¬ 
tains to the Wildrose Caucus 
and our actions both in and out 
of the Legislature. 

“The Wildrose Caucus sup¬ 
ports, upholds and sustains the 
values and principles contained 
in the Canadian Charter of 
Rights and Freedoms and Al¬ 
berta Human Rights Act which 


state that eveiy individual is 
equal before and under the law 
and has the right to the equal 
protection and equal benefit 
of the law without discrimina¬ 
tion and, in particular, without 
discrimination based on race, 
religious belief, colour, gender, 
physical disability, mental dis¬ 
ability, age, ancestry, place of 
origin, marital status, source of 
income, family status or sexual 
orientation of that person or 
class of persons. 

“We will also defend, as per 
the Canadian Charter of Rights 
and Freedoms, every individ¬ 
ual’s freedoms of expression, 
religion, thought, belief, peace¬ 
ful assembly, and association, 
and will do eveiything we can 
to carefully balance the above 
rights and freedoms when they 
come into potential conflict 
with one another.” 

Regardless of the debate, the 
issue has reignited long-stand¬ 
ing criticism that the party is 
intolerant and anti-gay. 

After the vote, one Calgaiy 
riding executive member quit, 
saying the party is controlled by 
a bigoted minority.

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Hacker continues to wage 
attacks on municipal websites

Metro in Ottawa 

A hacker who crashed the city 
of Ottawa and Ottawa Police 
websites over the weekend 
claims to have stolen data from 
cops and plans to release docu¬ 
ments to media in the coming 
days. 

Ottawa Police confirmed 
there was a denial of service at¬ 
tack on their site, but ensured 
the public that no data had 
been compromised, but the 
hacker, who is known as Aer¬ 
ith, says different. 

“We indeed did breach their 
server. Yes we have a ton of data, 
and yes it will be released,” said 
the hacker, who claims to be 


with the loose-knit vigilante 
group Anonymous, in a news 
release Monday evening. 

“We are the ones whom 
took out the Supreme Court, 
Ottawa Police, City of Ottawa, 
Toronto Police, Laval Police, 
and more. We will be taking 
out more in the coming days, 


and we will not stop.” 

The hacker says there are 
plans to release police “emails, 
documents and more” and 
won’t stop crashing city web¬ 
sites until police drop 60 swat¬ 
ting charges against a Bar- 
rhaven teen — a crime they say 
the teen was framed for. 


The hacker also crashed the 
City of Toronto, Toronto Police 
and the government parlia¬ 
ment websites and took down 
the City of Laval website Mon¬ 
day evening. 

“When the charges are 
dropped (we will stop), until 
then, we will keep taking them 


offline,” said Aerith in an email 
exchange with Metro. 

The teen’s father claims the 
hacker group Anonymous con¬ 
tacted him earlier this month 
with evidence that proves his 
son’s innocence. He said his son 
was accused of using Twitter to 
brag about the swatting; how¬ 
ever, tweets from the account 
were sent after his arrest. 

Aerith says they have proof 
the swatting — prank calling 
emergency services to send 
out swat teams under false pre¬ 
tenses —was actually done by a 
man in New Jersey, and plan to 
release documents that would 
exonerate the teen in the 
coming days. The hacker first 
attacked Ottawa.ca Friday, as 
users were brought to a screen 
with a dancing banana and a 
text message targeting an Ot¬ 
tawa police officer Joel Demore. 

Police remain tight-lipped, 
but Chief Charles Bordeleau 
said that although their web¬ 
site is down, operation remains 
fully functional.

Hacker an 
*amateur 
expertsays 

The hacker responsible for 
crashing police websites 
in Toronto and Ottawa is a 
mere “amateur,” says one 
expert. 

A hacker known as Aer¬ 
ith launched a distributed 
denial of service (DDoS) at¬ 
tack against municipal web¬ 
sites, including the home 
page of the Toronto Police 
Service over the weekend. 
Such attacks flood servers 
with traffic making it dif¬ 
ficult, or impossible, for 
people to access the site. 

But Michael Calce, an 
online security expert, 
said the hacker is more 
bark than bite. The tools 
necessaiy to launch a DDoS 
attack are easily obtained. 
It’s even possible to rent 
a network of computers 
used to bombard a website 
with traffic for as little as 
$20 a day. Based on what 
he’s seen, that’s what he 
believes Aerith has done.

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Blooper. Tory attempt to 
embarrass Grits backfires 


The latest Conservative 
sting operation aimed at dis¬ 
crediting a prominent Liberal 
candidate has instead wound 
up embarrassing several Tory 
MPs, including senior cabinet 
minister Jason Kenney. 

The operation involved a 
young Conservative operative 
who secretly recorded a con¬ 
versation with Mario Raynolds, 
the Liberal candidate in Banff- 
Airdrie, and two other men at 
a public meeting in Canmore, 
Alta., last week. 

The recording purported to 
reveal Raynolds criticizing the 
Tories’ recent family tax cut 
plan, saying it amounts to giv¬ 
ing money to people for “argu¬ 
ably nothing,” only to see them 
spend it on TVs, cars and other 
things that don’t benefit the 
economy. 

The recording was given to 
Sun News Network personality 
Brian Lilley, who denounced 
Raynolds’ comments — and, by 
extension, the Liberal party — 
on his TV show and in a news¬ 
paper column. 

Blake Richards, the Toiy MP 
for Banff-Airdrie, and two other 
Alberta MPs — Chris Warkentin 
and Kenney, the employment 
minister — pounced on Lilley’s 



work to denounce Raynolds 
and the Liberals in the House of 
Commons. 

There’s only one problem: 
another participant in the se¬ 
cretly recorded conversation 
has stepped forward to say it 
was he, not Raynolds, who ac¬ 
tually made the offending re¬ 
marks. 

“I don’t believe Mario 
should have to take the flak 
for something I said,” Canmore 
resident Tam McTavish said. 

McTavish, who says he voted 
Conservative in the last election 
and has never been a member 
of the Liberal party, last week 
wrote a comment on Richards’ 
Faceboolc page, correcting the 
record, the Canadian press

Veterans to get 
more funding 

The Harper government’s 
frenzy of funding to sup¬ 
port veterans continued 
to rain down Monday, just 
ahead of what’s expected to 
be a politically toxic report 
by the auditor general on 
mental health services for 
ex-soldiers.

The deputy minister of 
public safety says a bill that 
would allow Canada’s spy 
agency to break foreign 
laws is constitutional. 

At a Commons com¬ 
mittee meeting, Francois 
Guimont assured MPs that 
Justice Department lawyers 
had vetted the legislation 
against the Charter of 
Rights and Freedoms. 

The government legisla¬ 
tion introduced last month 
would provide blanket 
protection for Canadian 
Security Intelligence Service 
sources and give the spy 
agency more latitude to 
obtain a court-ordered war¬ 
rant authorizing investiga¬ 
tions abroad — even if it 
means violating the laws of 
other countries.

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Blue Cross says it won’t cover 
couple with million-dollar baby 


Saskatchewan. Family 
facing more than 
$900,000 in medical 
bills after an unexpected 
child birth in Hawaii 


Saskatchewan Blue Cross 
said in a statement Monday 
that Jennifer Huculak should 
seek help from the national 
independent insurance om¬ 
budsman after denying her 
claim of more than $900,000 
in medical bills. 

Huculak said she was six 
months pregnant when she 
left for a vacation in Hawaii 
with the blessing of her doc¬ 
tor and health insurance 
from Blue Cross. Soon after 
arriving, her water broke and 
her premature baby required 
a two-month stay in an Amer¬ 
ican neonatal intensive care 
unit. 

Huculak said Blue Cross 


denied her claim, saying a 
bladder infection that caused 
some hemorrhaging at four 
months constituted a pre¬ 
existing condition. 

Saskatchewan Blue Cross 
President Amie Arnott said 
Huculak was given “nine 
specific events” that pre¬ 
vented her claim from being 
paid and referred the media 
back to Huculak for further 
explanation. 

He said the challenges 
facing Huculak’s family are 
“extraordinary and difficult.” 

“A review by OLHI is free 
of charge and Saskatchewan 
Blue Cross will cover any 
costs incurred by Ms. Hucu¬ 
lak preparing her claim for 
review by the ombudsman,” 
Arnott said in the statement. 

Blue Cross aims to “help 
families avoid situations like 
this one,” he added. 

Huculak didn’t immedi¬ 
ately return calls on Monday. 

Last week, she said she 


wasn’t given a Blue Cross 
questionnaire before the trip. 

“We were told we were 
covered. We paid our pre¬ 
mium. We obviously still 
feel that Blue Cross should 
cover the bill,” she said. “It’s 
a very sad position to be in. 
I wouldn’t wish it on any¬ 
body.” 

Huculak said if a doctor 
told her she had a high-risk 
pregnancy, she wouldn’t have 
travelled to Hawaii. She said 
her doctor sent a letter to 
Blue Cross confirming that 
Huculak’s pregnancy was 
stable when she went on va¬ 
cation, but the claim was still 
denied. 

“As of March, Blue Cross 
pretty much washed their 
hands of the whole case,” she 
said. “We’ve just kind of been 
sitting ducks, not knowing 
what to do.” 

The hospital in Hawaii has 
declined comment.

New evidence 
in 1979 case 


Etan Patz. Judge says 
suspect’s confession 
in New York City child 
disappearance can be 
used in murder trial 


A suspect with a low IQ under¬ 
stood his rights when he told 
investigators two years ago that 
he choked a six-year-old boy to 
death in 1979, a judge ruled 
Monday, allowing prosecutors 
to use the confession that ap¬ 
pears to be their key evidence 
in a notorious missing chil¬ 
dren’s case. 

The 53-year-old suspect, 
Pedro Hernandez, has plead¬ 
ed not guilty to killing six- 
year-old Etan Patz, one of the 
first missing children ever 
pictured on a milk carton. 
Hernandez’ defence has said 
he falsely confessed. 

Manhattan State Supreme 
Court Justice Maxwell Wiley 
wasn’t tasked with determin¬ 
ing whether the admission was 
true — just whether it was ob¬ 
tained legally and whether Her¬ 
nandez comprehended what 
he was doing when he waived 
his right to stay silent. 

Hernandez’s decision to 
speak was “knowing and in¬ 
telligent,” Wiley wrote. While

"I was nervous; my legs 
were jumping. I wanted to 
let go, but I just couldn't 
let go.

Hernandez has a veiy low IQ, 
his overall performance on 
tests of how well he understood 
the rights, his actual decision 
to waive them and “his basic 
ability to make his way in the 
world over a period of almost 
40 years compel this conclu¬ 
sion,” the judge wrote. 

After decades of investiga¬ 
tion that stretched as far as 
Israel, Hernandez emerged as 
a suspect in 2012. He’d been a 
stock clerk at a store in Etan’s 
neighbourhood when the boy 
disappeared while walking to 
his school bus stop. 

After more than six hours 
of questioning, Hernandez con¬ 
fessed, calmly telling investiga¬ 
tors on video that he choked 
Etan in the store basement. He 
described putting the boy, who 
was still alive, into a plastic bag, 
then putting the bag inside a 
box and dumping it nearby.

Military court 
sentences web 
editor to 4-1/2 
years in jail 

A military court in junta- 
ruled Thailand sentenced a 
Web editor to 4-1/2 years in 
jail Monday for publishing 
an article five years ago that 
it said defamed the nation’s 
king. 

The punishment is the 


latest manifestation of an 
intensified crackdown on 
alleged criticism of the 
monarchy that has been 
waged by authorities since 
the army seized power in a 
May 22 coup. 

Thailand’s lese majeste 
law is considered the 
harshest in the world, with 
those accused of defaming, 
insulting or threatening the 
monarchy facing jail terms 
ranging from three to 15 
years. 

The sentence against Nut 


Rungwong was cut in half 
because he pleaded guilty to 
the charge, according to an 
official in the army’s Judge 
Advocate General’s depart¬ 
ment who spoke on condi¬ 
tion of anonymity because 
he was not authorized to 
speak to the media. 

Rungwong edited the 
Thai E-News website, which 
is now blocked by censors. 

The article, published 
on the website in 2009, was 
written by Giles Ji Ungpa- 
lcorn, a radical Thai intellec¬ 


tual and former university 
political scientist who fled 
to Britain the same year. 

King Bhumibol Adulya- 
dej, the world’s longest- 
reigning monarch, turns 
87 on Dec. 5, and concerns 
about his ailing health have 
risen markedly in recent 
years. 

Monday’s verdict was 
the second issued by a Thai 
military court this month in 
a case involving alleged def¬ 
amation of the monarchy.

Negotiators 
fail to reach 
deal with Iran 


Vienna. Despite some 
progress, final deal on 
Iran’s nuclear issues 
extended until July 


A year-long effort to seal a 
nuclear deal with Iran fizzled 
Monday, leaving the U.S. and 
its alhes little choice but to 
declare a seven-month exten¬ 
sion in hopes that a new dead¬ 
line will be enough to achieve 
what a decade of negotiations 
have failed to do — limit Teh¬ 
ran’s ability to make a nuclear 
weapon. 

U.S. Secretary of State John 
Kerry and other Western for¬ 
eign ministers converging on 
Vienna in a last-ditch diplomat¬ 
ic push talked up the add-on 
time as the best way forward. 
“We would be fools to walk 
away,” Kerry declared. 

But a week of tough man¬ 
oeuvring appeared to have 
achieved little more than agree¬ 
ment to keep on talking. Nego¬ 
tiators will now strive to nail 
down by March 1 what Iran 
and the six world powers it is 
negotiating with must do, and 
by when. A final agreement is

meant to follow four months 
later. 

In Tehran, hard-liners fear¬ 
ful that their country will give 
away more than it gets under 
any final deal may increase 
pressure on Supreme Leader 
Ayatollah Ali Khamenei to 
break off talks. Still, the latest 
extension appears to have the 
approval of Khamenei, the ul¬ 
timate arbiter in his country. 
Positive comments by Iranian 
President Hassan Rouhani re¬ 
flected Khamenei’s backing. 

“Many gaps have been elim¬ 
inated,” Rouhani said in a state¬ 
ment, but added that the sides 
were “still some distance” from 
a deal.

Fears of disastrous flooding ease in snowbound Buffalo 



Fears of disastrous flooding 
from a rapid meltdown of the 
Buffalo area’s seven feet of 
snow eased on Monday, but 
high winds became a men¬ 
ace, threatening to knock 
down trees and power lines. 

Gov. Andrew Cuomo said 
state-deployed pumps and 
sandbags were in place as 
rain and warmer temper¬ 
atures rapidly melted the 
snow. Residents shovelled 
snow in T-shirts against the 
backdrop of white drifts. 

By late morning, minor 


to moderate flooding was re¬ 
ported in several creeks, but 
nearby homes were largely 
spared, and the sewers in 
Buffalo and elsewhere were 
handling the runoff. 

The snowfall across the 
Buffalo area ranged from 
less than a foot to about 7-1/2 
feet, depending on where the 
bands of snow coming off 
Lake Erie hit hardest. 

Forecasters said the po¬ 
tential for flooding remained 
through Wednesday mor¬ 
ning. 


“As of this moment, the 
situation is not as problem¬ 
atic as it could have been,” 
Cuomo said a day after advis¬ 
ing residents to pack a bag 
in case they needed to leave 
their homes. 

The new threat, he said, 
was wind — gusts up to 100 
km/h, with the potential to 
uproot trees from the soggy 
ground and knock out power 
needed to operate home- 
owners’ basement sump 
pumps.

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Video. Details of boy’s 
shooting ‘clear’: Police 


A Cleveland officer was less 
than 10 feet away when he 
fatally shot a 12-year-old boy 
canying a pellet gun near a 
playground, and video of the 
shooting is clear about what 
happened, police said Monday. 

The boy was confronted Sat¬ 
urday by officers responding 
to a 911 call about a male who 
appeared to be pulling a gun in 
and out of his pants. 

The 911 caller said the gun 
was “probably fake,” then 
added, “I don’t know if it’s real 
or not.” Deputy Chief Edward 
Tomba said Monday that he 
didn’t know whether a dis¬ 
patcher shared that informa¬ 
tion with responding officers. 

The president of the Cleve¬ 


land Police Patrolmen’s As¬ 
sociation has said the officers 
weren’t told the caller thought 
the gun might be fake. 

Police say Tamir Rice, who 
died Sunday, had an “airsoft” 
gun that appeared indistin¬ 
guishable from a real firearm. 
Airsoft guns fire spherical plas¬ 
tic pellets and have orange tips 
to show they aren’t real fire¬ 
arms, but police said the one 
the boy had didn’t have the 
bright safety indicator. 

Authorities said the boy was 
told to raise his hands and was 
shot when he pulled the pel¬ 
let gun from his waistband, 
though he hadn’t pointed it at 
police or made verbal threats.

Violence erupts after grand 
jury fails to indict Wilson 


Ferguson. Obama 
calls for calm after

Violent protests erupted after 
a grand juiy decided not to in¬ 
dict a Ferguson police officer in 
the death of an unarmed, black 
18-year-old whose fatal shoot¬ 
ing by a white officer sparked 
weeks of demonstrations and 
exposed deep racial tension be¬ 
tween many African-Americans 
and police. 

U.S. President Barack Obama 
and the family of Michael 
Brown asked for calm after a 
prosecutor announced the deci¬ 
sion Monday evening that the 
grand jury decided not to indict 
officer Darren Wilson for the 
August shooting, prompting 
an angry response from dem¬ 
onstrators. Police used smoke 
and pepper spray after protest¬ 
ers grew violent Monday night 
in Ferguson, Mo., where police 


cars were vandalized and sev¬ 
eral gunshots were heard. 

Wilson’s fatal shooting of 
Brown after an Aug. 9 confron¬ 
tation reignited a fierce debate 
over how police treat young 
African-American men and 
focused attention on long-sim¬ 
mering racial tensions in Fer¬ 
guson and around the U.S., four 
decades after the 1960s civil 
rights movement. Police were 
criticized for responding to pro¬ 
tests with armoured vehicles 
and tear gas. 

Obama said from the White 
House that Americans need to 
accept the decision that the 
grand juiy made. He said it 
was understandable that some 
Americans would be “deeply 
disappointed — even angered,” 
but echoed Brown’s parents in 
calling for any protests to be 
peaceful. 

In a late-night statement, 
the first black president also 
urged Americans not to deny 
recent progress in race rela¬ 
tions in the U.S., the protests in 
Ferguson notwithstanding.

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Afghan bombings kill 2 
NATO troops, 6 civilians 


Bombings across Afghanistan 
killed two NATO troops and 
six civilians Monday, author¬ 
ities said, as the death toll in 
the country’s deadliest insur¬ 
gent attack this year rose to at 
least 50. 

The attacks, including Sun¬ 
day’s mass killing by a suicide 
bomber at a volleyball tourna¬ 
ment, come amid a renewed 
Taliban offensive as foreign 
troops begin to withdraw 
from the country. 

In a statement, NATO said 
the troops had been killed by 
an “enemy attack in eastern 
Afghanistan.” It did not iden¬ 
tify the nationalities of dead, 
as the coalition waits for their 
home countries to make the 
announcement. 


A spokesman for Kabul’s 
police chief, Hashmat 
Stanelczai, said the troops 
were killed when a bomb at¬ 
tached to a bicycle exploded 
near a foreign military convoy 
in the eastern part of the cap¬ 
ital Monday morning. He said 
the blast wounded one Afghan 
civilian. 

A total of 63 NATO troops 
have been killed this year, 46 
of them Americans. 

Another bomb attached to 
a motorcycle exploded later 
Monday in a crowded market 
in Afghanistan’s northern 
Kunduz province, killing six 
people and wounding at least 
five, police spokesman Sarwar 
Hussaini said.

Canadian-made vaccine 


The chances that a made-in- 
Canada experimental Ebola 
vaccine will successfully make 
its way through the develop¬ 
mental pipeline and into use 
in West Africa improved dra¬ 
matically Monday with new 
high-powered help taking 
over the project. 

Pharma giant Merck, 
which has nearly a century’s 
worth of vaccine production 
experience, has acquired the 
licence to produce the experi¬ 
mental Ebola vaccine from a 
small U.S. biotech, NewLinlc 
Genetics. 

The deal gives the vaccine 
the guidance of a team that 
knows how to shepherd prod¬ 
ucts through testing and the 
regulatoiy process, as well as 
access to in-house expertise in 
producing live virus vaccines, 
like the Canadian Ebola prod¬ 
uct. 

“We will be taking primary 
responsibility for advancing 
this program. And our in¬ 
tent is to do everything we 
can to make things happen 
as quickly as possible and be 



able to bring them to scale as 
quickly as possible to not only 
evaluate the efficacy and tol¬ 
erability of this vaccine, but 
if it is shown to be promising 
in those regards to make sure 
that it can be as widely avail¬ 
able as quickly as possible to 
as many people who could 
benefit from it,” Dr. Mark 
Feinberg, chief public health

Westjet Airlines Ltd. said 
Monday that its 2,600 flight 
attendants have voted to re¬ 
ject a tentative agreement 
reached last month. 

Ninety per cent of eligible 
flight attendants voted on 
the agreement, with 57 per 
cent of those voting casting 
ballots against the proposed 
five-year deal, the airline 
said. 

The tentative agreement 
was reached between the air¬ 
line and the Westjet Flight 
Attendant Association Board. 
Westjet’s flight attendants 
are not unionized, but repre¬ 
sented by an employee asso¬ 
ciation. 

The airline says it will 
meet in the coming weeks 
with the association board 
and focus on understanding 
specific concerns, following 
the steps outlined in a dis-

pute resolution process. 

The Flight Attendant As¬ 
sociation Board is part of the 
ProActive Communication 
Team employee association 
which represents some 9,500 
non-management employees 
at the airline. 

Anthony Pascale, chair¬ 
man of the Flight Attendant 
Association Board, said he 
was disappointed by the vote. 

“We will survey our mem¬ 
bers in the coming weeks 
and re-engage them in the 
new year,” Pascale said.

Striking a chord. 

Following pop star 
Taylor Swift's lead, 
other musicians are 
also questioning the 
music-streaming model 


From boardrooms in Japan to 
songwriters’ rooms in Nash¬ 
ville, a debate is brewing in 
music industry circles about 
the financial and creative value 
of streaming music, even as 
its popularity and impact sky¬ 
rocket. 

Streaming music, predicted 
by many analysts to become 
the primaiy digital means for 
fans to consume music, has 
such influence now that Bill¬ 
board will start tallying stream¬ 


ing numbers into the formula 
for its Billboard 200 chart. But 
even as consumers wrap their 
arms around the technology, 
many in the music industiy 
question whether streaming 
music revenues will match up. 

At a recent investor meet¬ 
ing in Tokyo, Sony Music Chief 
Financial Officer Kevin Kelle- 
her said a lot of conversation 
had been happening about 


streaming services in light of 
pop star Taylor Swift’s recent 
decision to pull her catalogue 
off Spotify. 

“The key question is: Are 
the free, ad-supported services 
taking away from how quickly, 
and to what extent, we can 
grow these paid services?” Kel- 
leher asked, according to a re¬ 
port in the Wall Street Journal. 

A Spotify representative 


declined to comment to The 
Associated Press, but company 
CEO and co-founder Daniel Elc 
has addressed some critics on 
its website. He notes that the 
company has paid out $2 bil¬ 
lion US since it started in 2008. 

Swift’s actions touched a 
nerve in Nashville, a micro¬ 
cosm of the vast shifts in the 
musical economy. Country 
artists Jason Aldean, Brantley 
Gilbert and Justin Moore fol¬ 
lowed in Swift’s lead to remove 
or limit music that’s available 
for free to Spotify’s 50 million 
users. 

Swift and Aldean have cited 
concerns about whether the 
service fairly compensates all 
the stakeholders who help 
make the music, a message 
that resonates among many 
Nashville artists.

That’s not mistletoe. 

From new marijuana 
strains for the holidays to 
gift sets and pot-and-pump- 
lcin pies, the burgeoning 
marijuana industry in Colo¬ 
rado is scrambling to get a 
piece of the holiday shop¬ 
ping dollar. Dispensaries 
in many states have been 
offering holiday specials 
for medical customers for 
years — but this first season 
of open-to-all-adults mari¬ 
juana sales in some states 
means pot shops are using 
more of the tricks used by 
traditional retailers to at¬ 
tract holiday shoppers. 

Here’s a look at how the 
new recreational marijuana 
industry is trying to attract 
holiday shoppers: 

Old-fashioned door busters 

Traditional retailers sell 
some items below cost to 
drive traffic and attract 
sales. Recreational mari¬ 
juana retailers are doing 
the same. 

The Grass Station in 
Denver is selling an ounce 
of marijuana for $50 US — 
about a fifth of the cost of 
the next-cheapest strain at 
the Colorado dispensary — 
to the first 16 customers in 


line Friday, Saturday and 
Sunday. 

Visions of sugar plums 

Sweets and marijuana seem 
to go together like hot 
chocolate and marshmal¬ 
lows. Many dispensaries 
this time of year resemble 
a Starbucks at the mall, 
with holiday spices and 
festive music in the air. 

One of the state’s largest 
edible-pot makers, Sweet 
Grass Kitchen, debuted a 
new miniature pumpkin 
pie that delivers about as 
much punch as a medium¬ 


sized joint. 

Holiday strains 

Some shops are angling 
for high-end holiday shop¬ 
pers, not an increase in 
foot traffic. Colorado Har¬ 
vest and Evergreen Apoth¬ 
ecary timed the release of 
some top-shelf strains of 
potent pot for the holiday 
season. Spokeswoman Ann 
Dickerson says they’re “sort 
of like the best bourbon or 
Scotch that will be compet¬ 
ing on quality, rather than 
price.”

Labour market is

Canada’s labour mar¬ 
ket is “standing at a 
crossroads” as pressures 
mount that could boost 
income inequality and 
reduce social mobility, a 
report by TD Bank says.

No housing bubble: CMHC 


Canada’s housing market is not 
in bubble territoiy and faces 
“veiy little risk” of a downturn, 
according to a new analysis of 
eight major urban centres re¬ 
leased Monday by the Canada 
Mortgage and Housing Corpora¬ 
tion. 

Its chief economist cau¬ 
tioned, however, that that 
“veiy positive assessment” is 
based on a “backward-looking” 
examination of housing prices 
and underlying fundamentals 
in Toronto, Vancouver, Calgaiy, 
Edmonton, Ottawa, Montreal, 
Quebec City, and Halifax. 

“When we do this kind of 
analysis ... it assumes that the 
world of the future will unfold 
much like it did in the past and,

Calgary, considered among the “Hot 3" of 
Canada’s housing markets (the others be¬ 
ing Toronto and Vancouver) rated as a low 
risk, with any overvaluation simply a result 
of modest gains in personal income. 

of course, there are dangers 
about driving while you are 
looking in the rear-view mir¬ 
ror,” CMHC chief economist 
Bob Dugan told reporters Mon- 
day. 

The House Price Analysis 
and Assessment Framework, 
a first for CMHC and which it 
hopes to expand over time to 


look at other Canadian com¬ 
munities, evaluates house 
prices against four risk factors: 
overheating demand, price 
acceleration, over valuation 
(pricing) and overbuilding. 

It found that, overall, Can¬ 
ada’s housing market appears 
to be relatively healthy, de¬ 
spite some “moderate risk of 
overvaluation” in major urban 
centres like Toronto, where 
wages have lagged house price 
growth. 

The federal housing agency 
does, however, issue a “caution- 
aiy note” for Toronto — and 
Montreal — warning that “the 
number of (condo) units under 
construction is elevated in those 
centres.” torstar news service

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HACKTIVISM CAME TOO SOON 


While hacking can be a legitimate form of political protest, guest columnist Molly Sauter argues the recent cyberattack on the Ottawa Police website was premature, 

as due process hasn’t been given its due yet in the case of the teen who the hacktavists say was framed

Haclctivist actions like website 
defacements and other forms 
of online civil disobedience 
are necessary tactics in the 
toolbox of a modern democ¬ 
racy, and can be a powerful 
tool for underprivileged popu¬ 
lations struggling to get their 
message heard. But the hacker 
who recently took down sever¬ 
al official Ottawa websites is 
turning to disruptive tactics 
ahead of due process. 

The hacker or group of 
hackers calling itself 
AerithXOR and using the hash- 
tag #OpSoaringEagle, has stat¬ 
ed that it is rallying in support 
of an Ottawa teen who, it 
claims, has been falsely in¬ 
dicted for making more than 
30 false reports to emergency 
services across North America, 
a practice called “swatting.” 

These so-called pranks in¬ 
volve reporting a fake violent 
crime to the police in the 
hopes that they will respond 
in force. 

The danger that someone 
will be seriously injured or 
even killed in one of these 
“pranks” is significant and 
should be taken seriously. 

DDoS actions (distributed 
denial of service actions) and 
other haclctivist tactics have 


Superficial similarities

been tools of online activism 
since the 1990s, when they 
were used in the service of 
causes ranging from the Zapa¬ 
tista struggle to anti-nuclear 
power protests. 

Similar to a blockade or 
occupation, an activist DDoS 
action typically involves 
many individual computers 
accessing the same server re¬ 
peatedly in a short period of 
time, with the goal of crash¬ 
ing the server and rendering 
it inaccessible. 

Though DDoS actions are 
often disruptive, they are not 
typically destructive, often 
causing very little (if any) dam¬ 
age to the target’s electronic 
infrastructure. 

On face, #OpSoaringEagle 
bears a resemblance to other 
Anonymous ops that claimed 
to be a reaction to the missteps 
or inaction of law enforce¬ 
ment, such as the effort by An¬ 
onymous to bring to light the 
names of people involved in 
the rape of a 16-year-old girl in 
Steubenville, Ohio. 

However, in that and other 
cases, the machinations of the 


justice system had clearly 
stalled: In Steubenville, pros¬ 
ecutors had dragged their feet 
in filing charges against the 
perpetrators despite the pres¬ 
ence of ample and damning 
evidence. 

In the case of this Ottawa 


teen, the justice process is just 
getting started and due pro¬ 
cess is taking place. If AerithX¬ 
OR has exonerating evidence, 
let it bring that to the police or 
the defence. 

A theatrical appeal for pub¬ 
lic attention of this kind is not 


necessary until the traditional 
channels have been exhausted.

Sexting is nothing new. 

People can send lewd mes¬ 
sages, images and videos 
using their smartphones in 
an instant. Even innocent 
looking eggplant and banana 
emojis can be twisted into 
something perverted, but a 
new website called Flirtmoji, 
which provides a set of “sex” 
emojis you can cut and paste 
into a text, is trying to bring a 
fun side to sexting. 

I’m very aware that sex 


texts are a controversial topic 
right now, due to horrific 
child porn and cyberbullying 
cases in the news. 

But is there a point for 
Apple and Android to reject 
Flirtmoji from their app 
stores, citing its “sexual con¬ 
tent,” when there were and 
are apps in the virtual stores 
that offend and objectify 
women way more than a car- 
toony-loolcing emoji of a butt 
phone or fornicating bunnies? 

Take the app Perfect Girl¬ 
friend, where users can con¬ 
trol a virtual girlfriend that 
can be “touched” and will tell 


the user she wants to f—lc 
them. It’s still available in 
Apple’s App Store. 

Another offensive app is 
iLust, where the object of the 
game is for a guy to stare at a 
girl’s breasts for as long as he 
can without her noticing. 

While the App was short 
lived, Apple did not see fit to 


censor this product, which 
is far more offensive than a 
cartoon condom-wearing 
banana. 

Even iBoobs, an app where 
the user jiggles a pair of bra- 
covered breasts for entertain¬ 
ment, lived in the Google Play 
Store for years before it was 
yanked in April. 


Given all these examples of 
sexually explicit, offensive 
apps that have been available 
in the notable app stores, 
should Flirtmojis be censored? 

The creators make the 
argument that we’re highly 
sexual beings, and have been 
since well before the dawn of 
the digital age. No matter how 
we try to look at it, people can 
use any means, digital or not, 
to exploit or to be malicious. 

The creators of Flirtmoji 
are hoping their “visual lan¬ 
guage” will help people com¬ 
municate sometimes compli¬ 
cated emotions.

Mystery of missing child 
is a harrowing ride for all

Frances O’Connor had to go to 
some pretty harrowing emo¬ 
tional places for The Missing, 
in which she plays a British 
mother grappling with the dis¬ 
appearance of her young son 
while on vacation in France, 
with the story split between 
the 2006 incident and the 
present-day ramifications. On 
the bright side, The Missing 
follows the True Detective and 
Gracepoint trend — adopted 
from across the pond, natural¬ 
ly — of providing a complete, 
closed stoiy in its full run of 
episodes, so it’s only a matter 
of weeks until the mysteiy is 
solved. And the answer even 
caught O’Connor by surprise. 

How much did real-life 
stories like the Madeleine 
McCann case play into the 
approach to this? 

We didn’t set out to make 
a Madeleine McCann-esque 
thriller or anything. That 
wasn’t our intention. I think 
that’s just one case that’s 
received so much atten¬ 
tion, even in America. I’m 
sure people will make that 
comparison, but I don’t think 
that was the writers’ intention 
at all. They’re really adamant 
about that. I just think they 
don’t want the McCanns to 
think, “Oh, they’re making a 
thriller from our experience.”

But as you go on and the 
watch the episodes, you real¬ 
ize it’s actually quite different. 

But certainly it came up at 
some point.

Does tapping into the emo¬ 
tions for a character like this 
leave you drained? 

Oh yeah, especially the 2006 
stuff. I mean, there was stuff 
in the 2014 section that was 
also really draining, but 2006 
was just relentless. Even 
though the 2006 section only 
takes place over 11 or 12 days, 
we shot it for 2-1/2 months, so 
it’s a long time to be in that 
kind of “my child is missing” 
thing. Sometimes I’d get on 
the Eurostar back to London 
on Friday and just be a mess, 
like, “Somebody hold me for a 
minute!”

Fake it for now 

Studies have shown that it’s 
beneficial to have people 
in your life you can share 
your problems with, but 
there’s also something to 
be said for faking it.

Psychology. Higher the heel, more 
helpful the man, according to research 


A first-of-its kind study 
investigated the effect of 
women’s shoes on men’s 
behaviour and found that 
women wearing high heels 
inspire a man to be more 
helpful. 

“Women’s shoe-heel size 
exerts a powerful effect 
on men’s behaviour,” says 
study author Nicholas Gue- 
guen of the Universite de 
Bretagne-Sud in France. 

In the study, Gueguen 
observed the responses of 
90 male participants be¬ 
tween the ages of 25 and 50 


who had been randomly se¬ 
lected on the street in Brit¬ 
tany, France. 

A 19-year-old female par¬ 
ticipant asked them to com¬ 
plete a survey — once in flat 
shoes measuring 0.5 cm, 
once wearing shoes whose 
heel height measured 5 cm 
and once again wearing 
high heels that measured 
9 cm. The results indicate 
that people’s responsive¬ 
ness doubled between the 
lowest and highest heel 
heights. 

He also tested people’s 


empathy, observing how 
approximately 180 men 
and 180 women responded 
when four young women of 
the same height, weight and 
shoe size dropped a glove 
on three occasions distin¬ 
guishable by the height of 
the heels they wore. 

The female participants 
didn’t respond differently 
according to the heel height 
of the women who dropped 
a glove, but men’s readiness 
to help augmented by one 
third from the flat shoes to 
the 9 cm shoes, afp

Double-duty dinners are 
lifesavers, but they have to 
be simple to make ahead and 
freeze for those last-minute 
emergency weeknight meals. 

Some foods don’t freeze 
well; the secret is really in 
the water content. As water 
freezes, it expands, and the 
crystals poke the cell walls, 
causing frozen fruits and 
vegetables to become mushy 
on thawing. They are still 
usable and nutritious but 
don’t have the same texture 
as you would expect when 
they are fresh. 

Here are freezing tips. 

• When making soups, stews 
or curries, double the batch, 
fully cook and store in single 
serving sizes for quick, safe 
freezing and reheating. 

• Do not freeze: lettuce, 


cooked eggs or cheeses under 
35% milk fat (MF). All will suf¬ 
fer texturally. 

• Wrap fish cakes or vege- 
table/bean burger patties 
tightly in plastic and do not 
thaw before pan hying. This 
will minimize the potential 
for sogginess. Use medium- 
high heat on the stovetop 
and pop onto a baking sheet 
making sure there is space 
between each patty and then 
into a warm oven to heat. 

• Pancakes are great frozen 
with layers of wax paper and 
then popped in the toaster, 
but avoid using fruits like 
blueberries or bananas that 
can give off water and drip 
into the toaster. Think about 
using pancakes in a savouiy 
way by adding goat’s cheese 
and bacon.

There’s a lot of homework involved. And that’s 
before enrolling in an MBA program. 

First, you need to consider if an MBA is 
required to get to where you want to go in 
your career, says Chris Lynch, director of 
recruitment for the University of Alberta 
school of business. “This would require giving 
some thought into where they see their career 
going and what skills and abilities they would 
need to get there,” he says. “An MBA provides 


many valuable skills, but isn’t necessarily a 
requirement for getting ahead in your career.” 

Before applying to an MBA program, Lych 
suggests studying for the graduate manage¬ 
ment admission test, which is required by 
most, but not all, MBA programs. It’s a test 
designed to evaluate an individual’s critical 
thinking, evaluation, and reasoning abilities. 

Michael Wright, director of the Haslcayne 
MBA program at the University of Calgary, 


suggests working students receive the support 
of their employer. That doesn’t necessarily 
mean financial support, but employers should 
have an understanding of the time away from 
work needed to attend classes. 

“For students who have a family, it is 
important to have a discussion about the 
commitments of the program,” Wright says. 
“Establishing a supportive family environ¬ 
ment is essential.” -Jennifer Taplin

Something for 2015. 

Players, management 
all agree bigger things 
are on the horizon 


As the Edmonton Eskimos 
cleaned out their lockers and 
said their goodbyes Monday, 
they felt confident that their 
turnaround in 2014 is just the 
beginning of something special. 

Sure, their loss to the Cal¬ 
gary Stampeders in Sunday’s 
CFL West final was extremely 
disappointing. But after advan¬ 
cing to the division final one 
year after missing the playoffs 
altogether, the Eskimos believe 
they have created the solid 
foundation to even more suc¬ 
cess in the future. 

“I feel we’ve built a great 
foundation for what we want 
to come back in Edmonton,” 
said Adarius Bowman, who 
emerged as the CFL’s lead¬ 
ing receiver. “We’re very dis¬ 
appointed how things ended, 
because our expectations were 
very high.” 

He said the team made huge 
strides, especially considering 
they went into the season with 
an entirely new coaching staff 
and a bunch of new players 
who had to learn their roles 
and the systems. 

Rookie head coach Chris 
Jones, the architect of the turn¬ 
around from a four-win season 
in 2013 to 12-6 and second 
place in the West this year, said 
he and his staff know they left 
some work undone. 

“We have to look inward at

ourselves and the mistakes we 
made to find out how we can 
get better,” he said of the staff 
that he expects to return next 
year. “I look at myself first of 
all, to make sure I teach it so 
we don’t make the mistakes we 
made (Sunday).” 

While Jones anticipates his 
coaching staff to remain intact, 
the player roster will not. One 
of those probably not returning 


is slotbaclc Fred Stamps, the 
league’s leading receiver in 
2013 who was relegated to a 
part-time role this year. 

The 32-year-old Stamps, 
who has played his entire eight- 
year CFL career in Edmonton, 
said it was an extremely diffi¬ 
cult season for him. 

“I don’t know any other CFL 
team but if I’m not here next 
year, hopefully I’ll be where I 
can contribute and win a cham¬ 
pionship,” Stamps said. 

Jones said there were a lot 
of guys “who had to play roles 
they never played before, back¬ 
up type roles, splitting time and 
that’s a tough pill to swallow 
from some players.” 

“We had guys who did it 


and put the team first,” he 
added. “That’s the biggest thing 
I’m most proud of, other than 
we had a good record, the fact 
everyone in the loclcer-room 
put the team before them¬ 
selves.” 

Quarterback Mike Reilly, 
who started Sunday’s game but 
left early in the third quarter, 
confirmed he had a broken 
bone in his foot. That led to 
atrophy in his calf and ham¬ 
string that created more issues. 

“And then we had some 
pretty severe bruising in the an¬ 
kle, which ended up being one 
of the biggest issues. With the 
bone it healed pretty quickly 
and we could numb it but the 
bruise there was not really any¬ 


thing we could do for it.” 

General manager Ed Her- 
vey said the franchise now has 
positives to build on, knows the 
areas that need improvement 
and he remains committed 
to his game plan. He said the 
coaching staff this year re-estab¬ 
lished a culture where compe¬ 
tition is important and where 
players are accountable and can 
depend on one another. 

He said he will meet with 
soon with Stamps to discuss his 
future. While he wouldn’t say 
how many free agents he has 
to deal with, Hervey said he has 
met with eveiy one. Some have 
committed to return while 
others want to wait.

Hockey legend Pat Quinn 
remembered as gentle giant 


‘Big Irishman’. Coach, 
GM and executive 
succumbs to illness in 
Vancouver at age 71 


On the ice, behind the bench 
and behind his desk, Pat Quinn 
was an imposing figure. 

‘“The Big Irishman’ is a guy 
that loves the game so much 
that when he walks in, you 
know hockey’s in the room,” 
longtime broadcaster and exec¬ 
utive John Davidson said. 

Quinn died Sunday night 
in Vancouver after a lengthy 
illness, the Hockey Hall of 
Fame and Vancouver Giants 
said Monday. Quinn, who was 
co-owner of the WHL’s Giants, 
was 71. 

The former NHL defence- 
man, longtime coach and exec¬ 
utive went down fighting as 
colleagues raved about not only 
his hockey acumen but about 
the kind personality behind his 
gruff exterior. 

Quinn led Team Canada 
to the gold medal at the 2002 
Olympics in Salt Lake City, the 
country’s first men’s hockey 
gold medal in 50 years. He also 
coached the Vancouver Can¬ 
ucks to the 1994 Stanley Cup 
final, the Canadian world jun¬ 
ior team to gold in 2009 and 
helped the Toronto Maple Leafs 
to the Eastern Conference final 
two times. 

In 15 full seasons as an NHL 
coach, Quinn’s teams missed 
the playoffs only three times. 

That success came over the 
span of decades, as a coach and 
executive. 

“He’s not unlike a Scotty 
Bowman in that they’re really 
bright guys,” said former Wash¬ 
ington Capitals GM George Mc- 
Phee, who worked under him 
in Vancouver and made his son 
Graham’s middle name Quinn 
as a tribute. “They were really 
intelligent and they could see 



the trends, they could see the 
fads, the things that were going 
to come and go and the things 
that would stay. Veiy perceptive 
and he adjusted and advanced.” 

Quinn was hailed by those 
close to him for having a heart 
to match his six-foot-three, 
200-plus-pound frame. Maple 
Leafs director of hockey and 
scouting administration Reid 
Mitchell called Quinn a gentle 
giant who was a “larger-than- 
life kind of guy, in stature and 
even his smile.” 

Part of that stature was that 
he was as tough as they come. 

“He’s a real guy’s guy. He’s 
a man’s man,” Florida Panthers 
GM Dale Tallon said. “He’s just 
a straight shooter and called it 
like it is.” the Canadian press
